vices. 
The 
Russian negotiators have 
been told the real German terms 
the dispatches state. 
The Germans declared, it is re­ 
ported, that a line taking in the 
Baltic territory represents the lim­ 
it of the field within which the 
Germans are willing to negotiate 
with Russia. 
As a base to the Ukranians the 
Austrians are reported to be of­ 
fering to cede them what appears 
to be a corner of Russian Poland 
in case the Ukraine consent to 
cend food stuff to 
the 
Central 
Powers immediately on the con­ 
clusion of peace. 
The recent success of the French 
at Monta Tomba on the northern 
Italian front has resulted in the 
withdrawal of the Austro-German 
positions behind Monta Tomba to 
Monta Spinoncia. 
Adjournment was taken 
until 
January 29th, to permit the Rus- 
cians to consider 
the 
German 
terms. 
The Germans are report­ 
ed to have said it was the last 
postponement unto 
which 
they 
would consent. 
The report of the session indi­ 
cates the Germans took a definite 
stand and most frankly outlined 
the demands upon which they are 
insistent. 
Resumption of unusual activity 
for winter months on the western 
front in France and Belgium and 
on the Italian front are taken to 
indicate that developments of mag­ 
nitude are in immediate prospect.

Holland 
give the impression that the in­ 
ternal situation in Germany is one 
of discontent among the masses. 
News of the Austrian peace de­ 
mands appears to be generally 
known in Germany. 
It is in such

curate, that Chancellor Von Hert­ 
ling meets the Reichstag to speak 
to his own country and to the 
world.
